Repairs to the Elba Court 
House and jail were recom- 
mended in the final report of 
the County Grand Jury re- 
turned before Judge Eris 8S. 
Paul Tuesday aiter being in 
Session two days. John B. John- 
son, farmer, Rt. 2, Biba was 
foreman, 

Needed repairs were listed as 
windows in the Grand Jury 
Room, Brickwork on five man- 
tels in the court room, new 
chairs in the main court room 
and jury room, rewiring of the 
entire court house, skylights 
in main courtroom, leaks in 
both the witness room and jury 
recom, floors in the witness 
room, leaks in county health 
office, floors in the office of 
County Commissioners. 

Study Asked 

The Grand Jury recommend- 
ed that the Probate Judge and 
County Commissioners Court 
study the cell problem at the 
county jail. “The existing cells 
appeared to us to be too small 
now that prisoners are kept in 
the county when terms are less 
than one year,’” ‘the report 
Said, after naming needed spe- 
cific repairs at the jail. 

The report said that the 
Welfare building is in excei- 
lent condition, and that after 
examination of the books of 
the various county officers 
they seem to kw in good order, 
neatly kept and arranged. 

The Grand Jury examined 
23 presentments and returned 
15 indictments including nine 
misdemeanors and six felonies. 
Names of these indicted were 
withheld pending arrests.

New rates will £0 inte effect 
en all bills mailed on or after 
April 1, 1958, Original plans 
called for the increase to be ef- 
fective with March bills. aw 
January 29, however, Southerm 
Natural petitioned the Federai 
Power Commission to postpone 
the effective date of its ce.

JANUARY COLD 
IS WORST SINCE 
1940’s RECORD 


This winter's weather may 
not be setting any all-time re- 
cords for Southeast Alabama, 
but Brother, it’s been coldt 

Take January, for instance 
January, 1958, was colder, day 
in and day out, than any other 
January since 1940, when the 
mean temperature in Dothan 
was 40.07 degrees, according to 
Oificial Weather Bureau stat- 
istics, Last month’s mean tem- 
perature was 41.2 degrees, just 
1.13 degrees higher than 1940's 
record low, 

The contrast with last win- 
ter is startling. January 1957. 
had a mean temperature of 
50.2, exactly nine degrees high- 
er than the month just ended. 

Looking at the cold weather 
in another way, records point 
out that, across the Wiregrass. . 
January, 1958, rolled up ap-- 
proximately 714 degrees days. 
A degree day is a measure of 
heating requirements. If, for 
example, a January day shows 
no degree days, practically nw 
fuel will be used for home heat- 
ing. A day that shows 10 de- 
gree days will require about 
twice as much heating, and 
twice as much fuel, as a daw 
with five degree days. 

More Fuel Used 

The 714 degree days recorded 
last month were 81 per cent 
higher than the January aver- 
age for the past ten yeans. - 
That means fuel consumption 
last month ran about 81 pee 
cent higher than the average 
winter in recent years, ama 
heating costs, of course, wemt 
right up with fuel consumpt— 
ion. 

Figure it any way you wart, 
mean temperature, degree days. 
or the number of times your 
feet, got cold in the night. Jan- 
uary 1958 was a chilly montfr. 
And whether you burn oil, coag, 
wood, bottled gas or natural 
&as. you burned about 80 per 
cent more of it last montin 
than you did a year ago. 

Everybody these days ig 
talking about the high cost af 
living. But do Southeast Ala— 
bamians realize that an im- 
portant part of this high cost, 
of living is entirely the fauit..

DEADLINE SET 
FOR SOIL BANK 
UNE WEEK AWAY 


Cofice County cotton, corn 
and peanut growers and far 
mers participating in the acre- 
age or conservation reserve can 
atrange for official ineasure- 
ment of their 1258 farm cotton, 
corn and peanut allotments, as 
well as Soil Bank acreage re- 
Serve and conservation reserve 
and areas, prior to planting 
time, the County Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Committee announced this 
week, 

To get the premeasurement 
service, which is being provid- 
¢d On a Cost basis, a tarmer 
must file a written request with 
the County ASC oflice prior to 
February 20, 1958, for allotment 
crops ana permitted soil bank 
base crops under the Co,ser- 
vation Reserve Program, and 
when the acreage reserve a- 
greement is signed for permitt- 
ed soil bank base crops under 
the Acreage Reserve Program, 
Says Mr. Lester Gunter, com- 
mittee chairman. The rate to 
be charged for the service in 
Coffee County has been estab- 
lished at $6.00 for each farm, 
plus 60c per acre for each acre 
or fraction thereof in excess 
of five acres, and payment 
based on this rate must be 
made at the time the request 
for premeasurement is filed. 

“The premeasurement is 
purely optional,” says Mr, Gun- 
ter,‘ and is offered as a ser- 
vice to farmers who prefer to 
have an official measuwement 
to use as a guide.” The enair- 
man explains that all cotton 
corn and peanut acreage, as 
well as the acreage reserve and 
conservation reserve area in 
the county will be measured as 
soon as possible after the crop 
is established to determine 
compliance with the acreage 
allotment marketing quota and 
‘Soil Bank Programs. When 
compliance is checked, the 
farm will be considered to be 
within the farm allotment, 
base or permitted acreage if 
the crop és planted within the 
premeasured area.

GI Insurance Plan 
Permits Conversion 


An easy-stage method of 
converting GI term insurance 
to permanent plans is available 
to any of the 3,200,000 World 
War II veterans who cannot 
afford ta convert the full a- 
mount of their term policies, 

The law and VA regulations 
permit these term volicyhold- 
ers to convert as little as $1,- 
000 the first time and then any 
amount thereafter they wish 
in multiples of $500, Harley A. 
Smith, manager of the VA Re- 
gional Office in Montgomery, 
announced today. 

The premium rates for the 
permanent plans are higher 
than for the term policies at 
the same age of issue, but they 
remain static. Term policy pre- 
mium rates, on the other hand, 
increase every five years until 
they may become prohibitive 
at advanced ages, Smith said. 

Smith added that permanent 
plans have certain values 
which term policies do not 
have. These include a loan yal- 
ue, a cash surrender value and 
an extended insurance value. 
The latter will keep a policy in 
lorce automatically for a sti- 
pulated period after a policy- 
holder has failed to pay premi- 
ums, 

Term policies, on the other 
hend, provide only insurance 
against death and then onl; 
so long as premiums are timely 
paid. They have no extended 
value as a cushion against 
lapse, or loan value for emer- 
gencies.
